~ WATERFORD MEN’S 
GALLANTRY. 


On Thursday night Michael Grant, aged 14, 
of Doyle street, Waterford, was fishing off a 
‘hulk moored to the quayside at the graving 
dock bank, near the town bridge there, ‘when 
he fell into the water and was drowned. 

Patrick Dalton, a Jabourer, swan fully 
clothed to his assistance, but owing to the 
swiftness of the ebb tide was unable to save 
the boy. Meantime Dalton got into difficulties 
and became exhausted. A life buoy was 
‘thrown to him, ‘but the shortness of the ome 
attached to it prevented helpers on the 
bank from pulling the man ashore. Lawrence 
Mahon, a Harbour Commissioner 'a employe, 
went to the rescue of Dalton, but he also 
got into difficulties. 

‘The. two men were in imminent danger of 
disappearing, when a well-known local swim- 
mer, Sense Walsh, running at top speed from 
the town bridge several hundred yards dis- 
tent, .plunged into the: river, and with great 
difficulty succeeded in. getting them ashore.

A brief debate in the 
Canadian House oí Commons on the previous 
afternoon had certainly served to emphasise 
aíresh the importance oí a prompt definition 
of their position. It is unnecessary, of course, 
to attach too much weight to the general 
complaint, that reports through the Press 
were reaching Canada and forming the subject 
of discussion in Parlisment before the official 
versions arrived. It is the common ex- 
perience of every Parliamentary Government 
in the world, and it is almost inevitable. 

The doubt that is bound to remain, adds 
The Times—even after Mr. Thomas's sanguine 
statement that everything is straightened out

plenary sessions of the Conference. The

Mr. H. Smith was evidently com- 
missioned to defeat all competitors, and he 
carried off the prize at 2,100 guineas. It 1s 
expected that the picture will find a new 
home overseas, possibly in France. 

The next satisfactory realisation was the 
2,400 guineas for Reynolds's ' Venus and 
Cupid” (49 inches by 39 inches). Thia pie- 
ture was bequeathed by the artist in thd fol- 
lowing terms :—‘‘T desire the Earl of Ossory 
would accept of some picture of my next 
painting, that he takes his choice of those of 
my paintings which be unsold at my death." 
The picture was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy, 1785. as “Venus.” A few years 
ago, when financial conditions were not so 
difficuit as at present, without a doubt, the 
“ Venus and Cupid '' would have been valued 
at a more elaborate figure.

A discovery has been made which, it is 
thought, may throw some light on the disaster 
which overtook the ill-fated Lismore on her 
cross-Channel trip from Cork on the night 
of Thursday, July 10th. On last Saturday 
evening a large ship’s derrick, weighing ap- 
proximately two tons, was washed up at 
Guileen, a few miles east of Roche's Point, 
at the entrance to Cork Harbour. 

The course of the Lismore would lie a short 
distance outside Guileen, and a probable solu- 
tion of the mystery which has hitherto sur- 
rounded the cause of the fatal list which 
was the first sign of the disaster is that the 
vessel struck this under-water obstruction. 
rhe ex-naval petty officer who secured the 
dertick expressed the opinion that had the 

ismore struck the derrick she would un- 
sustained serious damage,

quent sinking.

THE SHORE ROAD AT BALDOYLE., 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sin,—It is an admitted fact that most of 
the :oads in Ireland are in a deplorable state, 
and, notwithstanding the large revenue which 
motorists contribute to the upkeep of Irish 
highways, it is to be regretted that only in a 
few instances have the authorities concerned 
metited a well-deserved meed of praise. If 
all roads were as well maintained as the main 
highway between Dublin and Rathdrum, 
drivers of all vehicles would have nothing to 
complain of. The Dublin County Counci! have 
dorie excellent work on the South County 
Dublin roads, but, strange to say, the Dublin 
to Howth and other roads on the North side 
have been in a very bad condition for a long 
while back. I would like to focus public at- 
tention on a matter of vital importance to 
the ratepayers of North County Dublin. For 
months back sand-snatchers have been at work 
upon the foreshore between Baldoyle village 
and Portmarnock. They start rather early in 
the morning; they ignore the Civic Guard, 
and the latter. as well as the County Council, 
will take no steps unless the ratepayers come 
forward and prosecute. 

For various reasons no resident in the 
locality is desirous of going into the witness 
box ; but it is the bounden duty of the County 
Council to solicit the aid of the military to 
nut a stop to this practice of sand-stealing. 
to a short time the roadway will collapse, and 
then the ratepayers will be asked to con- 
tribute a large sum for the building of a wall 
to keep out the sea. Any person living close 
to the sea-shore is well aware of the power of 
the waves in stormy weather. in 
question is much exposed to the fury of the 
waves when the sea is at all wild. Before it 
is alfogether too late it is to be hoped that 
the officials responsible for the upkeep of the 
Baldoyle road will realise the seriousness of
